worse than none. Most anxiously deslring the

earliest possible reconstruction of the Unlon, 8o
1hat it be thorouwh and just, we vet say, better
wilt & year or two than have suoh s restoration
84 either Mr, Buerman or Mr, Rogers propounds,
Lot us consider thow separately.

Mr. Sherman wanta the Southern States repre-
sented in Congress—represented now—but losists
that no person who hes taken puartin the lute
Rebellion shall be udmitted to a seat. Now, no-
toriously, neatly all the white peopla of those
Suutes have taken part in that Rebelbon, and 40
ure exolnded by the terme of the existing net and
of Mr. Bherman's progrunmae.

Now we object to that programme thal 1ts suo-
cess will nol conelliste, nor wranquiilize, nor
antisly the South, and that it ouglit not to do so.
1t is all very well to incist that the South must
be reprégented by “loyal men”—nobody dispates
that, Bul to say that they must slways haoe heen
loyal—that Georgia, aud Mississippi, and South
Carolinn must send to Congress no man who
ever willingly alded the Rebellion-—is to mock
her with & semblance, yet deny her the reality
of representation —is to tantalize, and irritate,
rather than tranquiilize and conciliate the South.
What earnest Unionist wants to see Alexander
H. Btephens denied the geat in the Benate to
whica he has just been elected, and some insig-
nificance, who represents only his own sudacious
aspirntions, sdmitted in his sted ¥ Depend on
It, *“the Bonth" is not to be satisfied, nor even
“restored,” by any sham representation. Mi,
Sherman means well; but his plasier 1s oo small
for the wound, and will rather inflame thau heal
it. We are confident we express the gensral
feeling of the Bouthern whiles when we say
that they preler to be kept out of Congress
vather than adwitted, if, when sdmitted, they
are allowed to send to Congress only repreaentas
tives who oan swear that they noever voluntarily
aided the Rebellion,

—And now let us look a moment at the alter-
native proposition of Mr, Jack Rogers:—

There were in the fifteen sluve States, in 1860,
na less than 3,953,760 slaves, wi'h 258,348 freo
colored persons, forming a total of 4,212,108
blacks in those Btates, whose total population
was 12,315,872, In other words, more than one-
fhard ot the entire population ol the Bouth, in-
cluding Maryland lawure, Missouri, West
Virginia, and the District of volumma, wers of
the colored race, And if lo-day, that section
has twelve millions of inhabitants—(a high esty.
mate, considering the waste ot civil war, with
the many thousands of white and black refugecs
from its hardships and terrors)—ocertuinly not
less than one-third of them are blacks, who con-
stitute a decided mujority of the antire popula.
tion of Bouth Carolina, Mississippi, and Loui-
siana, and who fall but litl.lu below o majonty in
severnl other States,

These tour millions are Americans—natives ol
our country—lellow-Christians—tor the most
part, agricultural laborers or rough mechanics
—ipured Lo toil from inlancy—and experienced
in that department ol our national industry
(cotten-growing) which promises the amplest
immediste returng. They are docile, Imitative,
and plastie to all good Influences, enger for edu-
cation, and living In close associntion with tho
landholders and planters—a olass conservative
by poesition and instinet, whose infiuence over
them, gince l]wf have been placed in just and
beneficent relutions to each other, must always
be controlling. These biacks nave been tried
and tempted in our late sirugele, and have nobly
endured the ordeal,

I'hey never concealed thelr desire and expecta-
tion of freedom as its natural result; no onpe
could doubt that their sympathies, a8 o race,
were on the side of the Unlon; many of them
enlsted and fought bravely in its detense; vet
ull che predictions that they would take advan-
tage of their masters’ absence (n the teld to rise
in insurrection and cut the throats of their de-
feuseless wives and children, were utterly, sig-
nally falsitied. And the kindred but lator prog-
nostications that they would refuse to work—
tuist they would keep po faith with their em-
ployers—would choose to wander as vagrant
thieves and beggars until they perished from off
tho faee of the earth—have been quite as em-
phatically dissipated.  We doubl that there
were ever more blacks faithfully at work in the
Bouth, or working more efficientiy, than to-dav,

We uppeal, then, to the Buiesmen of the
Bouth—and she still hos statesmen—tn take
ground boldly for s comprehensive and completa
reconciliation—one that shall include every class
in every gection—tnnt sha!l leave no discontents,
no hewrt-burnings, no chances ot future insur-
rections and civil war, ALL Ricoars poR ALL—
is our platierm; which dovs not imply that every
min shall be o voter, but that color shall not be
a perpetual disquatitication—that every rational
youth or man may confidently aspire and hope
to become & member of the body politic by faith-
fully endesvoring to quality hiwsell therefor,
*'No taxation without representation" is a sacred
principle, justly vaged in tavor of the early ad-
mismon to Congress of representatives from tne
Btules lately in revolt; we heartily secept it in-
sirting only that It slisll operate fn favor of that
portion o the Southern people which was not,
a8 well a8 that wihneh was, willingly involved in
the Hebellion,  Agree thag every tnx-payer shall
be & voler, and that there shail be no impedi
ment of law or policy to the blacks becoming
tax-pavers, aud wo siand ready to inslst on the
repeal or the test-onth sud the present admis-
glon of represeniutives Irom every State in the
Union, And we tecl very contifleat that 8 mae-
jority in Qonugress feel as we do,

Let it be distinetly nnderstood that 1 the
whites of the South nre not represented in Con-
groas, it 18 because they deny all riebt of repre-
scutabion or power ol sellprotection to the
blucks. Bhow us a smele State which admits
her blacks to vote on a like wniellectual, educs-
tional, moral, aud pocvolary basis with her
whites, and we will urge the instaat admission
of the chosen represéotatives of that State,
though they be all ex-Iiebei ganerals of the most
obpoxious tyoe. And so long & the late Rebals
shsl) demand that they alone be represented in
Congress, while thelr steadinsily loyal neighbors
ghall, because of their color, be deniad all politi-

The Fishery Question—Breakers Ahead,
From the Times.

In its report on the Reciprooity Treaty, lssued
Inst year, the New York Chamber of Commerce
declared the questton of the fsheries, embraced
within the treaty, “one of great importsnce,”
with the further remark that It “has always
been conaidered such by our most distingaished

public wen." This I8 undoubtedly the oare, as
every one must sdmit who Is [amiliar with
former negolistions with Greal Britain upon the
subject, and with the deliente and daggerons
igsues 1o which the question gave nse doering
the petiod preceding the enactment of reci
procity,

The Convention of 15818 negotinled by Messrs,
Gallatin and Rush, can hardly be pronounced
very creditable o Amercan dgiplomacy, John
Adame, writiog in 1814 to President Mouroe,
observed that be would continue the war with
England “forever, rather than surrender” “one
iota of our fisheries, s estaolished by the third |
artiole of the treaty of 1780." DBut Messrs, Gal-
Jatin and Rush, while obtaining recogmtioh ol
our right to flsh on the consls of Newfoundland,
and the privilege of certuin entrances elsewherp,
for ehelter and repairs, renounced, for this
country, the right to take or cure tleh within |
three miles of *“the comsis, bays, harbora, and |
creeks of the Provinces,” excepting, however,
Newtoundlasnd, Luibrador, and the Magdalen
Isles. The concession was a very serious one,
and has been 1he source of grave and irequent
difficulty.

Until 1841 the intorpretntion placed upon the
arrapgement was sufliciently liberal to prevont |
tronble. Both England and our tishermen held
that the “bays" 1rom whioh the lairer were ex-
cluded, simply meant what Mr. Derby describes
as ‘‘the swmall bays to which the ishermen re-
sorted for sheiter and ropairs.,” In 1541, how-
ever, the aothorities of Nova Beotia rendered
the 1erm in another sense, maintaining that the
line beyond which our tishermen should not be
permitted to pursue thelr calling is a line to be
drawn trom one weadland to another. Thas
constructlon received the sanction of the law
oflicers of Englund, and was thenceforward ap-
held by the mother country and the Provinces
jointly, so excluding our fishermbn from the Bay |
ol Cheleurs, in which for twenty-three vears |
they had teiled unmolested, from the Strait of
Causo, through which they had passed in “h u&
fieuts" season after senson, and generally from
the rich fishing grounds of New Brunswick,
Nova Seotin, Prince Bdward Istaad sod Canada.
uch & proceeding could not but be hazardons
to the penee of both countiies, Our fishermen, |
driven trom grounds to which, as we maiotain, |
thay were by richt and long usage entitled, wore
little disposed to nequiesce in & condtruction of
the agreement by which they wero serious sul-
ferers. Openly or clundestinely, they were not |
seldom vivlators of the rezulation waich Eng-
Jand and her Provinces declared themselves re-
eolved to enforee at all hazapds, When calight,
thelr vessels and cargoes were confiscated by the
Provincials, An unpleasant feeling grew up on
both sides. Englund sent out ships-of-war to
ruteet the Provinces in their claim; and the
‘rovinees in thelr torn equipped miniature na-
vies 1o walch and punish American transgress-
ors, Our Government, again, unwilling to leave
ite citizens at the mercy ol foreign authority, |
stutioned war vessels to nssure American flsher-
men of protection within the law, But ns no
nttempt was made to gainany the construction
ingwted upon by the Provinces asto the dividing
line, our fshermen derived lidtle practical bene-
fit from the prescuce of their country’s llag in |
those watere.

Thus mutters went on, our fishermen year afler
veur wasing more impationt cuder & restriction
from which they were heavy losers; the Pro
vinewnls nnd thelr imperinl protectors, on the |
other hand, becoming more und more v
in their watch, and more and more tirm in the |
ruforcement of eonfiscation, when American
vessels were found in the probibited waters.
At that pemod &n acoident might st any momont
have precipitated us into war, The SBtars and
Biripes and the Union Jack were there, flying
11 provoking Trux-mlty, each with guns londed
und matehes lighted, to asseit the mghts and
honor of the countrics they respectively repro-
sented, A little extra bot:beadednesa on elther
side—mn little extra determination on the part of
un Americsn fishermun, or a litile extra zeal on
the part of & Provincisl tunctionnry —would have
rendered hostiiities inevitable,

From thig position, irritating and perilous, we
were relieved by the Reciproeity Treaty, Ouar
ushermen were allowed, of fight, 10 enter the
tifkst tlsheries of the hemisphers, and most enor-
getloslly have they profited by the opportanity.
An important inierest has been 1ostered. A
large nua luerative industey has bren culiivated.
ut the treaty in virtue of whieat®these privi-
leges have been enjoyed draws to u close,
the 17th of March reciprocity will come to an
end; and wirth s rermastion witl come a re-
vival of Provincial exclusivencsa i the mateer
of the fisheries, aud the enforoed demal to our
fishermen of liberty to lubor n the loocalities
most cerialn to ¥ield profit.  In the language of
e report of the Upsmber ot Commercs, they

mexly prescribed hmit of three miles.” Al
the old misunderstandings will recur. There
will be sgerésmons. and reprisals,  Our ol
zens, acoustomwed for the Inst ten yenrs to fish
in the most productive waters. will submit but
millenly, il at all, to the exercise ol Provinalil
anthority adversely to their interesls, and even
to their righits, as they npderstand them. “This
1 npoint to be considered,” our Cham of
Comuwerce has said, “ws benning duwreotly offthe
subject” of the vxpiration of reciprogity,

That the provinces are prepariog promptly
and enargetionlly o vist upon our fshermen
the penaities o commerciul nos-intercourse
may by ilnterred from the actlon slready an-
pouneed by tue Government of Cannda. A tele.
graphic despateh published on Toesday fntorms
i of the dssup of n proclamalion setilng forth
thnt after the 17th prosimo “ne vessels owned
and manned 1o the Untted Stales of Amerlea con
pursse the insbore flaberias! withn the territory
01 Caungn, “without renderdng themselves Hable
to the contisoation of thelr vessels, nnd such olher
poniltics as are imposed” by Oaoadlan liw, We
nuss theretore make up our mindy o meet the
1rsue, and provide for its attpadant diffioalies,

One of our
Washington correspondents, in aletter published
elnewhere, furnishes some very interesting facts,
which explain the object of that journey more
fully than anything which has yet been given to
the publie, We were at firet informed thas the
veteran Scoretary had beeome wearled writing
volumes of essays to forelgn diplomats, and had

taken this journey by way of relaxation, to in
vigorate both mind and body, and get himself
in the proper trim to prepare several more
volumes of bils essays. This ldea was cirouluted
until it beeame a hittle threndbare, when anothor
verslon was pul ip clrculation, and we weore in-
.!‘.l'rmcd that he *.l leit his txosl to got rid of
emg bored by members of Congress on the
Mexican questfon, or to gain time to carry out
his schemcs with regara to Napoleon, He finully
returned, and the recognition of the Republic of
Dominica was at once proolaimed, and every-
body supposed that they had discoyered the
sccret of his mission., The establishing of
friendly relations with that republic, apd thus
making that Government our ally, was an im-
portant step, and one that will be of inestimable
sdvantuge to us 1 ouse ol & war with any of the
Europesn Powers which have coloniesin the
West Indin dslands,

While this may have been in part the object
ol Becretury Seward's journey, it seems by our
Waebington advices that it was only a portion,
and by 1ar the most insignitdeant portion of his
mission, It cawe in, no doubt, Incidentally,
but it appears that the real object was to secure
# naval station among those islunds where our
vessels of war can rendezvous, obinip their
supplies, und prepare for any emergency in the
event ol complications with foreign Powers,
The temper of the present Congress is such
tliat there is no probability of their making any
appropriations o repair or construct lortiflca-
tions along our Bouthern coast, Bhould: the
enforeement of the time-bonored Monroe doo-
trine—which the people all demand shall be
adhered to, and the Administration as well as
Congress is instrocted to maintain—lead us to a
war with the monarchical Governmants which
are interfering with affmars oa this continent,
the whole sea-const of the Southern Btates
would be open to them to operate upon,

Those Governments having convenient harbors
in thg West Indles to obiain their supplies,
would have o decided advantage over us ina
naval conflict. They would make their base of
operstions near our shores, while we would be
forced to the mecessity ol operating from a
Northern port. To provide against this emer-
genecy, Secretary Seward # a visit to the
Island ot 8Bt, Thomas, and énters into & nego-
tintiom with the Danigh authorities for that
harbor, which 18 said to be the fnest in the
West Indies, and well suited for this purpose.
We are informed that his mission was successful
nnd that ite objeets were accomplished, Taking
this to be the eorrect version, the public cannot
fuil to commend the skill off the Secretary of
State in thus throwing an anchar to the wind-
ward, to be ready for any storm that may arse.
Lowever much the people may condemn the
neglect of Congress 1o pravide for the protection
ol our Southern harbors, they cannot fail to
regard this move of the Administration ny u wise
ope under the cirowmstances,

We wonld have greatly preferred that the
Unit=d Btates should wuke possession of the
1sland of Cube, whiesh by nature belongs to us,
but St. Thomas will snswer lor the present. Toe
Spanish Government can now quiet its fears,
und rest in pesce, a5 long as it behaves itsell;
for having secured the harbor st 81, Thomas, we
have no use for Cubs. But that Goverpment
must bear 1 mind that it must keep lsell on ity
good behavlor, as far a8 the affars of this con-
tinent are corcerned, or we may find it to our
interest te secure aoditionsl naval stations in
that quarter, and to 1ake them without formal
negotigtions, as in this case, The harbor of 8i,
Thomuss inving been secured, we trust that Con-
gress will make o liberal appropriation to place
it in u condition to earry out the object for which
it was gacured. Our only regrets are that it was
pot in our possession during the late civil war,
it would Lave been of inestimable advantage to
us dunug that period, a3 8 rendezvous for oor
blockading and oruising squadrous,
